Yeo roust have 
suid to ‘himself’ ‘Here 1 am, an 
able.man, who has produced noth- 
ing so far,’ Yeo must then have 
gone away with a determination to 
make good, and. thus he boldly 
came back with a cheque for a 
larger omount.: .. ; 
. Proceeding, Counsel went on to 
say that no matter whether or no 
the impression had got abroad that 
the Government departments were. 
run very laxly, he could assure the 


‘jury that’ unless they disbelieved 


the direct evidence of both Mr. 
Black and Mr. Messer no matter 
how well the cheques were forged, 
they must find that the cheques 
were pot genuine. : 

“Mr, Jenkin Wants To Search The 

- Treasury.” * 

This point, Counsel added, was 
of.interest, because he had received 
a ‘letter from Mr. Jenkin in which 
he claimed the right to search the 
Trensury for certaim, vouchers’ 
which had reference to..the cheques. 
The suggestion two be drawn from 
this was that it was not forgery’ 
but a swindle. He also presumed 
that the instructions which Mr. 
Jenkin mentioned sin his letter 
must have come. from ‘the accused. 

Air. Potter contended that the ac; 
‘cused was o forger of. no» mean 
merit: In fact he might be con-. 
sidered a past master. The jury 
would see him in a role in which 
he had to use four different signa- 
turds. He might be a man gifted 
with oa facile pen, but it was a 
dangerous gift to possess. It was 
one thing signing name in, 
ordinary handwriting, but accused 
actually. made a sgaokuse of the 
aliases ..he adopted, and signed 
them under the very nose of the 
bank: officials: All! this would show 
that the accused. must have had a 
long training, probably it waa.six, 
months or more, but whatever the 
time he had spent on it, it was 
worth while. His ‘patience was 
well\rewarded, ' 


» Another Man Imprisoned But 
oo Rebastated: 

Touching upon’ the writing on 
the body of the cheques, Counsel 
.said that Chang On Wing.was first 
of all agcused, ‘because the hand- 
writing ‘resembled his. After hav- 
ing been in custody for sometime 
he was released and reinstated in 
his job, There were many charac- 
teristics of the handwriting of 
Chang 'On. Wing that appeared on 
the bodies of the ‘three forged 
cheques. Another point the jury 
‘would have to consider was that 
if Chang was the guilty party, he 
would have. run away, knowing 
very well that he wauld be arrest- 
ed. Chang did nothing of the 
kind. and his innocence was now 
estnblished beyond 2 doubt. .-

ELECTION. 


_ IN JUNE: 19997 


It -is éne thing to advocate ao 
general election in September, but 
quite another thing to say, a8 a 
London” paper does this morning, 


I that the, difficulties in the way of | 


a June election are virtually in- 
superable, and that the probability 
now is that the: final decision will 
be to hold the election towards the 
end of September. I ‘may gay at 
once that. the probability now is 
that the general election will be 
held in'June, perhaps rather late 
in June. This is ag. definite as any 
forecast can be, and it’ is strictly 
what the Government and the 
Unionist organisation expect,. To 
be very precise and, official, ‘of 
course; the date of the general 
election is ‘a’ matter for Cabinet 
consideration, and, equally .. of 
course, there has been.no decision 
yet. Speaking formally, therefore, 
all forecasts are speculative. . 
If‘ we turn to precedents, they 
are that a general election should 
follow ag soon as. possible after a 
new franchise comes into force—in 
‘fact, within a few weeks. The new 
register following the Franchise 
Act’ of 1884 came: into force-oa 
December 1st, 1885, and a .general 
election took place the same month. 


‘he new register after the Fran-: 
chise Act of »1918 came into force | 


on October 1sth:. The ‘general elec- 
tion wag.in the following December 
The new register’ under the Fran- 
jehise Act of this year comes. into 
force on May Ist next year, and it 
wag the.Government that appoint- 
ed.that date, with a full conscious- 
ness of the precedents for a gencra] 
election .within a month or two. 
All this points ‘very hard to the end 
of June ag the latest date for the 

ener} election, though, of course, 
Ib is conceivable that ‘legislative 
delays might force-an extension —-
